Oeplea of these reports on file at the Mufti's office 
were shown to 'ADD AL VAflR# possibly to absolve the Arab 
High Comlttee, In particular, and the Palestinians, In 
general, of any blame which might be attached to them by 
the Bgyptlan authorities for the espionage and Compmlat 
gotlvlty of BA3SISS0 and other Palestinians*
